Until the overthrow of the monarchy 
at Petrograd, Persia was in a fair way 
of being absorbed by Russia, and the 
greater portion of the northern part of 
the dominions of the shah was. occupied 
by Muscovite troops, under the pretext 
of preserving order. These troops have 
all been withdrawn by the provisional 
government qt Petrogred, which is com- 
mitted to a program of nonannexation 
and to leaving every nation free to 
choose its own forms of government, 

The withdrawal of the Russian troops 
from Persia, and also from Asia Minor, 
it is feared in London and at Delhi, will 
encourage the Turks under their Ger- 
man officers to invade Persia from the 
west. It is this consideration that ren- 
ders the military occupation of all Per- 
sia, north and south, by Great Britain a 
matter of urgent necessity.

At the present moment there is not a 
single foreign soldier in Persia, the Ger- 
mans and the Turks having been cleared 
out by Sir Christopher Sykes and the 
Russians having been withdrawn. But 
Persia is not strong enough to stand 
alone. 

It would therefore appear as if the 
land of the shahs were within sight of 
its ultimate and inevitable destiny— 
namely: its absorption into the British 
empire, not necessarily as a province, 
but as an autonomous state, under its 
own native ruler, the shah, but subject 
to British protectorate. 

It is improbable that there would 
be much armed opposition to any Brit- 
ish military occupation of Persia. Still, 
it will necessitate the employment of a 
large number of troops, who can ill 
be spared, and 9 a further 
drain on Great ' military re- 
g2ources, 

The control of Persia, however, eco- 
nomical and political, would counterbal- 
ance all the cost that might be thus in- 
curred. For it would form a bulwark 
against the invasion of India from the 
northwest, and by means of English cap- 
ital and English brains the enormous 
latent resources of the country might be 
developed in such a fashion as to revive 
its old time prosperity, when it was one 
of the greatest and richest empires of the
